In 1947 a number of 
ICI reserves broke away 
and formed — Sunshine 
United, where Bill Bow- 
man had a short spell as 
chairman. 

The new club won the 
First Division _premier- 
ship in 1947 and existed 
until 1959. 

ICI had no major suc- 


cesses until 1957, when it 


won the Metropolitan 
North premiership from 
Lions, Heidelberg, Uni- 


versity, Bayswater, St. Al- 
bans, Williamstown, Fair- 
field, CSR and CFC. 

Sunshine United, which 
came sixth in Third Divi- 
sion, beat ICI 1-0 in the 
first round of the Arm- 
strong Cup. 

Treasurer of Sunshine 
United at the time was 
Ken Hitchings, who is 
now chairman of Western 
Suburbs ICI. 

In 1958, ICI came last 
in First Division North, 
behind Footscray Capri, 
Yallourn, Sunshine City, 
Preston, Maccabi, Coburg, 
Hajduk and Brunswick. 

Although ICI beat 
Brunswick 5-4, it lost 
1-10 to Yallourn, 1-9 to 
Footscray and 1-7 to 
Preston. 

Sunshine United disap- 
peared in 1959 and ICI 
finished second last in 
Second Division North. 

_ It stayed in that divi- 
sion until 1964, when a 
re-arrangement of compe- 
titions put the club into 
Third Division. 

Supporters were given 
false hope when ICI fin- 
ished fifth in 1964, for the 
following year it came last 
without winning a game. 

The decline continued 
in Fourth Division 
seventh in 1966, ninth in 
1967, last in 1968. 

By this time ail ICI 
had ieft were memories, 
memories of the late °30's 
and of great players like 
full back Jock Weir, cap- 
tain and half back Angus 
Drennan, who prepresen-
